AN  ERA  IS  ENDING  .  .  . 


As  the  1965-66  school  year  draws  to  a  close, 
so  concludes  an  era  in  the  historj'  of  Mars  Hill 
College.  Dr.  Hoj't  Elackwell,  beloved  president  who 
has  devoted  himself  so  fully  and  so  successfullj'  to 
the  leadership  of  the  College  for  28  years,  will  lay 
aside  the  heavy  duties  on  June  30;  and  Dr.  Fred 
Bentley,  an  energetic  and  well-qualified  young 
educator,  will  assume  them  on  July  1.  Thus,  the 
College  will  have  only  its  third  president  in  nearly 
70  years.    What  a  remarkable  record  of  stability! 

As  we  look  back  over  Dr.  Blackwell's  adminis- 
tration, we  see  many  significant  milestones  in- 
cluding the  following:  careful  transition  of  the 
school  from  junior  to  senior  college  program,  pur- 
suit of  a  safe  fiscal  policy  which  has  kept  the  in- 
stitution free  of  crippling  debt,  opening  of  the 
College  to  young  people  of  all  races,  and  the  de- 
velopment of  a  beautiful  campus  including  the 
erection  of  many  attractive  and  useful  buildings.

WHO'S     WHO    AMONG     STUDENTS     IN 
AMERICAN  COLLEGES  AND   UNIVERSITIES 


The  national  publication  "Who's  Who  Among  Students  in  American  Colleges  and  Universities" 
this  year,  for  the  first  time,  allowed  Mars  Hill  to  submit  nominations  for  possible  inclusion  in  the 
1966  edition.  The  names  of  20  Mars  Hillians  were  submitted,  and  all  were  chosen  by  the  editors  of 
the  publication  for  inclusion. 

The  "Who's  Who"  publication  is  a  bound  volume  of  biographical  sketches  on  outstanding  student 
leaders  at  colleges  and  universities  throughout  the  nation.  It  is  open  only  to  juniors,  seniors  and 
graduate  students ;    and  to  be  included  is  considered  a  high  honor. 

Selection  of  the  Mars  Hill  nominees  was  made  by  an  anonymous  committee  of  faculty  members 
appointed  by  the  faculty's  committee  on  academic  standing.  The  candidates,  all  seniors,  were  chosen 
on  the  basis  of  campus  leadership,  promise  of  future  usefulness  and  academic  standing.
